Uncontradicted testimony of wire-tapping' and coercion 
of witnesses .by the Office of Naval Intelligence in the 
general court-martial case of Marine Corps Second Lt. Harold 
K. Thompson was called to the attention of Navy Secretary 
Francis Patrick liat thews today by the American Civil Liberties 
Union which urged him to "carefully review these matters" in 
his review of the case. 

A letter signed by Board chairman Dr. John Hayncs Holmes, 
executive director Patrick Murphy Halin and general counsel 
Arthur Garfield Kays stressed that the use of evidence ob- 
tained through the coercion of witnesses is a- violation of 
the Fifth Amendment guaranteeing a fair trial and evidence 
growing out of wire-tapping was illegal under the Federal 
Communications Act. According to the case records, the ACLU 
officials said that there was evidence that at least two 
prosecution witnesses were coerced "through threats of jail 
sentences on spurious charges", and that conversations bet- 
ween Lt. Thompson and his lawyer were tapped. "These arc 
grave charges and demand the most careful consideration;" 

While admitting that the government has at times author- 
ized wire-tapping in espionage or treason cases, it emphas- 
ized "that it is against the government's policy to use wire- 
tapping in ordinary prosecutions. We believe that the use of 
wire-tapping even in treason and espionage cases is in vio- 
lation of the Federal Communications Act, but there is no 
doubt whatsoever that its use in this type of proceeding 
is clearly illegal."

1 Harold Keith Thompson, Jr., who became 
j 30 on Sept. 17, stands 6 feet 6£, weighs 215 
{pounds, has clean-cut, soff features and a 
i watery gaze and recently achieved interna- 
tional notoriety as registered U. S. agent of 
German's supposedly defunct neo-Nazi So- 
cialist Reich Party. 

The other day he sat politely in his office, con- 

• trolled the quiver of his lips by smiling' tightly, and 

nominated George Sylvester Viereck, the eminent 

I Nazi agent, as "the type of man we should have as 

; Secretary of State." 

The occasion was a visit by this reporter. The 
announced purpose was to find out how a young 
man born in the benign and gracious atmosphere 
of Orange, N. J., and educated at Yale (B.A. in 
History. 1946}, could get mixed up with Nazism. 

Thompson denies that \ie is a phenomenon. 

And he would much rather, discuss the American 
Jewish Committee, which charged recently that his 
continued operations here'prove that the Socialist 
Reich Party did not dissolve, as it had claimed, but 
was still grinding its axe, however surreptitiously. 
Thomson is indignant at this. But he says he also 
is grateful. 

'Hitler Was Right' 

"As a result of the Jewish Committee's news re- 
lease," he smiled, "I got a message from a farmer 
. who wants to send food packages to the families of 
'' all imprisoned German so-called 'war criminals.' 
That's a $10,000 transaction. I've been getting 300 
messages like it a day. We are now on the move. 
The national temperature is changing. People are 
becoming less afraid to admit that Hitler was right." 

He thinks that "the American Jewish Committee, 
the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai Brith, the 
Society for Prevention of World War III, and other 
groups friendly to Israel and antagonistic to Nazi 
Germany should be required to register as foreign 
agents. 

He thinks that Secretary of State Acheson is 
playing footsie with what he describes in his So- 
cialist Reich Party writing as "the world-Jewish 
community." and he contends that this "commu- 
nity" is dictating the terms of a malignant policy 
which, in his opinion, finds the cream of Nazi mili- 
tary genius, unjustly in jail. 

Asked whether any V. S. statesman has recog- 
nized these alleged issues and has shown inclina- 
tion to meet them squarely, Thompson smiled and, 
in his cultivated tones, responded:

'McCarthy Was Firm*— ~ 

"Senator McCarthy. He took a very firm position 
against the Nuremberg war crime trials. -And so 
did Senator Taft. As a matter of fact, I w#ked for 
the nomination of Senator Taft. I was at trie Re- 
publican convention with a delegation from the 
German-American Voters Alliance." 

Taft, McCarthy and Viereck are what this nation 
needs, he. declares. 

He says that one can't begin to appreciate the 
issues until one recognizes that the U. S. has a 
"kept press" which invariably errs on the side of, 
the political Left at the expense of the Right. 

That's what the man says. 

It was this venal press, he goes on, which mis- 
represented Hitler -Germany to the people, and 
helped plunge us into an unjust and unnecessary 
war. 

He denies that anybody was persecuted in Hitler 

Germany except enemies of the state and insists 

that the crematoria were post-war products of a 

U. S.rSoviet endeavor to "swindle and defraud" the 

'world. 



'Nazi Enlightenment' 

He admits that Jews left pre-war Germany by 
the thousands, but ascribes this to the fact that an 
enlightened Hitler regime had demanded loyalty to 

Jihe Fatherland as the price of remaining there. As 
kssals of a world-Jewish state, he continues, the 
tews couldn't subscribe to Hitler enlightenment, and 
s the historic right of German sovereignty," and 



took off. But they were not victims of persexutluil,' J 
no matter what anyone says. 

He explains his interest in all these novel con* 
cepts-as due in part to the fact that "I am de- 
scended from a long line of Prussian field marshals/* 

"At the age of 14," he goes on, "1 became politi- 
cally interested in German history. About that time, 
you may be interested to know, I became a close 
friend of King Carol of Romania. Do you know what 
philately is? I happened to make the King a present 
of a certain issue of American stamps. He acknowl- 
edged the gift warmly, and we started our corre- 
spondence. I also was quite a close friend of Prinz 
August Withelm— -Prince August William— of Prus- 
sia. I toured Germany as a child several times." 

Nazi Civil Liberties 

During the war, he said, he was a student at 
Drew College and Yale and served for a while *'iu 
officer's training." His views were well known ("I 
never thought the U. S. should have gotten into 
World War I, and, of course, into World War II"), 
but the FBI and other intelligence agencies did not 
bother him. 

After the war, he says, he. was shocked at the 
treatment accorded former Nazis, particularly for- 
mer Nazi dignitaries, and dedicated himself to the 
salvation of their civil liberties. 

"Poor Mrs. HimmleiV he mourned. "She keeps 
telling them that she did nothing. That she was 
only a loyal wife. Yet they confiscate her property.' 
She is impoverished. It is an outrage." 

Civil liberties are a big thing with him: He says 
he has analyzed the Nuremberg trial transcripts 
and the proceedings of subsequent de-Nazificalion 
.trials. an<! finds that they were uniformly trumped 
up railroad jobs. 

"I deny that any Germans were war criminals," 
he stresses. 

The Contradiction 

Asked whether he has any views on civil liberties 
within his native land, the U. S., he says: 

"I think everyone should be free to express politi- 
cal views, no matter what the variety." V r 

He then was" asked how he reconciles this liber- 
tarian assertion with his belief that "the spirit of 
our age is the; resurgence of authority/which is 
' antithetical to democracy, liberalism and com- 
munism." 

How, he was asked, can you be for anti-demo- 
cratic "authority" and civil liberties at one and the 
same time? 

"When In Rome," he smiled, "do as the Romans 
do. Acheson and the rest claim they are for democ-

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My memorandum' October 21, 1954, I advised you of 
the results of an interview with the captioned individual 
by New York Agents as set forth in New York teletype October 19, 
1954* Thompson had previously by letter dated October 16, 
1954, complained that he had not received an acknowledgment 
from any FBI official of information which he had furnished 
to the FBI. He also expressed misgivings in his letter 
concerning the extent to which the FBI collaborates with 
"disreputable Jewish pressure groups. rt In his letter he 
alleged that he had evidence consisting of affidavits and 
documents which were in the possession of his attorney 
establishing illegal, unethical and reprehensible actions on 
the part of persons identified as Agents of the FBI. 

As indicated in my above-mentioned memorandum; Thompson 
refused to elaborate concerning the allegations with respect to 
actions of FBI Agents other than to indicate that these 
allegations were contained in affidavits. which had been collected 
at the request of the attorney for "Bxpose" as a protection 
against libel charges which might arise against him from a 
series of articles which he had written for that publication. 

As indicated previously Thompson is a sex deviate 
who was dismissed by the United States Marine Corps. 

By airtel dated October 20, 1954, New York advised 
that during the interview with Thompson, Thompson expressed 
concern about the cooperation between the Department of Justice 
and certain Jewish pressure organizations.

As indicated in ray memorandum October 21, 1954, 
it is believed that further contact with Thompson is undesirable 
in view of his allegations concerning the FBI and Bureau 
Agents and his failure to substantiate these allegations by 
specific information.

His 1953 appearance at Car- 
negie Hall became a major con- 
centration of the wolf pack which 
announced plans for picketing the 
conceit. I was determined that 
any such ' picketing would meet 
some challenge, even if only fTom 
the American Committee for the 
Advancement of Western Culture. 

When I arrived at CarWegie j 
Hal I with a group of friends on j 
thtl evening of the concert, that

Officials of both the Non-Sec- 
tarian Anti-Nazi League and the 
Anti-Defamation League have 
claimed close association and ex- 
change of information with the 
Justice Department. In some 
cases there is evidence that cer- 
tain individuals have been on the 
payroll of "the authorities", the 
ADL and the ANL at the same 
time, collecting money from all, 
and selling the "secrets" of all to 
various fourth and fifth parties.

to Elizabeth, New Jersey, to pick up more literature 
from his printer. T-3 stated the title of this new 
literature is "Apres Nous le Deluge," which was signed 
with the names FREDERICKS and HAROLDUS. Ke stated these 
names stand for the authors FREDERICK WEISS and HAEQLfi- 
jiOJgSjQE^He iftdisatecl. that tills literature contained 7 
cartoons, which were anti-United Nations, anti-Jewish 
and anti-United States Foreign Policy, According 
to this informant, WEISS reportedly obtained these 
cartoons from a county in Italy, and WEISS had 5,000 of 
these sheets printed. 

T-2 indicated on April 10, 1957, that he had 
no new information concerning the subject's activities 
in the distribution of any literature for any foreign 
establishment . He stated that he has hael no indication 
that THOMPSON has violated any provisions of the Foreign 
Agents Registration Act. He added that THOMPSON recently 
had staged that an agent of Naval Intelligence had 
questioned him about EUSTACE MULLINS. Thompson stated 
that he Informed this agent that he had not seen 
MULLINS in a long time and had no information concerning 
his activities. 

T-2 indicated on May 7, 1957* that WEISS 
visited THOMPSON at THOMPSON'S place of business on 
April 23, 1957, regarding new literature which WEISS 
was writing. This informant stated that it appears that 
the subject is taking no active part in any Nationalist 
activities, but that WEISS frequently visits him seeking 
his opinions and advice on the publication of Nationalist 
literature.

He 
stated that the authorities did a llow him t o read 
I I file and he noted that | 1 claimed 
to be a Canadian Indian and was requesting to be 
allowed to return to the reservation in Canada upon 
his release from prison, The subject stated that 
he has been very busy in recent months in his printing 
business at 7 Dutch Street, New York City, and that he 
is presently residing on the West Side of New York City, 
He stated that he was not engaged in any activities W3£i 
any Nationalist groups in New York City in recent years, 
and has had no interest in th^^e groups or individuals. 
He stated that his only activity has been in soliciting 
letters of commendation for Admiral DC3frJITZ, since his 
release from prison in the fall .of 1956. 

THOMPSON stated that he has written over 
2,000 persons whose names he has obtained from righv^SD^ 
publications, and has received several hundred favorable.

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APPENDIX SECTION 

NATION AL, RENAISSANCE PARTY (NRP) 

A source , who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, stated on May 9, 1953, that the National 
Renaissance Party at present is a neo^azi, anti-Semitic, 
anti-Negro organization with activities generally 
confined to the New York City area. He said that its 
principal activities consist of holding outdoor meetings, 
and the distribution of literature throughout the United 
States and abroad, where it is reprinted by other 
similar organizations. This source stated the NRP leader 
and founder is JAMES H. MADOLE and its principal financial 
contributor is FREDERICK WEISS. He said that at present 
the Party membership. is very small. The April, 1955 9 
"National Renaissance Bulletin/ 1 official NRP publication, 
listed headquarters at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 
The NRP was the subject of a preliminary report on 
neo-Pascist and hate groups published by the Committee 
on Un-American Activities on December 17, 1954, which 
stated that this neo-Fascist group? s activities and 
propaganda are clearly subversive and un-American.

This rally was jointly 
sponsored by the New Haven Chapter of the Independent Citizens 
Committee of the Arts, Sciences and Professions (ICCASP) and the 
New Haven Chapter of the National Citizens Political Action 
Committee. It is not known whether this CHESTER BOWLES is 
identical with the subject of -yowp-inqulry as no information 
exists pertaining to the above rally.

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BOWLES for Senator in the 1956 general elections and It 
also appears that attempts may be made to have BOWLES take 
a position on the Flanders Resolution 3a Congress aimed 
at censure of Senator MO GARTRY."

This letter indicated that PRICKE was a 
member in 1956 of the Deutches Reich Partei (DRP) an outlawed 
political party of Germany and that investigation had 
revealed PRICES to be an eccentric and ijivetftrate writer 
of letters to foreign establishments and to/or questionable 
mental balance.

He was assisted by EDWARD 
RYERSON of the Ryerson Steel Co. and DOUGLAS STEWARD of 
Quaker Oats. BARD, at that time headed the investment firm 
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of Ralph A. Bard and Company of Chicago, Illinois. BARD, 
at that time was also Chairman of the Board of Eversharp, 
Incorporated, a member of the Board of Shick Corporation, 
P 8s C Bridge and Dock Company, Clearing Machine Corporation 
and the Number 333 Buildings Corporation. 

This information was contained in a 
personal and confidential letter from the Director to 
SAC, NY dated 5/11/42 and it also indicated that during 
the Black investigation, the ''Crusaders" were in back 
of the telegram barrage sent to Washington against proposed 
legislation. 

The NY Indices indicated that the East Asiatic 
Co., Inc. and the East Asiatic Co., Limited, registered 
with the Secretary of State on H/30/38 under the old 
Mc Cormack Registration Act and this registration was 
withdrawn on 3/30/42.
